The Pennsylvania’s Increased Tonnage. 

PLR, Pa., May 2.—Almost every 
day brings fresh indications of the aggressive 
policy which the Pennsylvania railroad has 
entered upon in the anthracite coal trade. 
Following the chartering of an eight-mile 
road which the Pennsylvania will build in the 
Lehigh region to reach the Stout colliery, 
whose output it has bought, comes an an- 
nouncement that the company has purchased 
the output of the William Penn colliery, near 
Shenandoah. The new arrangement goes 
into effect at once. The Pennsylvania has in- 
creased its annual anthracite tonnage to 
easily 5,000,000 tons. If pushed to the full ca- 
pacity the collieries controlled by the Penn- 
sylvania can turn out 7,000,000 tons.

MINISTERS TALK OF STREET-CLEANING. 


Interesting Meeting at the Belden Avenue 
Baptist Church, 

Two hundred men, with a sprinkling of 
women, were present at the ministers’ meet- 
ing at the Belden Avenue Baptist Church last 
night to consider the subject of cleaning the 
streets in the Twentieth, ‘Twenty-first, and 
Twenty-fifth Wards. The ministers present 
were: The Rev. J. M. Barbour, the Rev. R. 
D. White, the Rev. David Beaton, and the 
Rev. P. Krohn. 

James M. Burke, Superintendent of Streets, 
made a speech, fn, the course of which he said: 


the streets and that will not do it. They must 
be cleaned with funds raised by special assess- 
ment. The property of these wards will rent 
for enough more mouey to pay it. Streets 
north of North avenue are cleaned only 
four times a year. The pavement tots. 
Enough could be saved on paving alone to 
pay the assessments. It is impossible for any 
city officer to get assistance from the Alder- 
men. The citizens must see the Aldermen. 
The streets can be cleaned once every two 
days, leaving out three winter months, 
and sprinkled three times a day 
for $1.25 for tweénty-five feet front 
a year. If the citizens will pay this 
by special assessment I will appoint such men 
to look after it as they may suggest. It now 
costs $23.50 a year a mile to clean the streets 
up here. The reason it is so costly is that the 
refuse has to be hauled so far. There is favor- 
itism shown in the placing of the money, the 
down-town districts gettmg more than their 
share. The wards that have live Aidermen 
get what they want.” 

The Rev. Mr. Barbour told about a con- 
tractor who would clean the streets for 20 
cents a front foot. 

Several speakers scored the Health Depart- 
ment for not cleaning the garbage boxes in 
the alleys. 

M. C. Robinson said that he did 
- street cléaning could be done 
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that would be the last of it. His plan was to 
have the citizens collect the money and pay 
for the work themselves. 

The ministers looked aghast as Mr. Burke 
replied to Mr. Robinson, saying: 

Great Scott! I know what I am talking 
about. The money can’t go anywhere but 
for what the assessment calls.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Beaton thought the city was 
on the border of a great municipal reform 
and that other wards would follow the lead of 
mol pga Twenty-first, and Twenty-fifth 
Warts. 5 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved, That we favor the special assessment 
plan for cleaning tthe streets in the Twentieth, 
Twenty-first, and Twenty-fifth Wards, and request 
our Aldermen to do all in their power to secure 
the passage of the pending ordinance relating to 
the matter and any other ordinance that may be 
necessary in the premises. 

Resolved, That a committee of five from each of 
the wards named be appointed by the ministers 
to see that the resolutions are carried out, and 
such other reforms attended to as seem neces- 
sary. 


TARRED AND FEATHERED THE WRITER. 


Indignant Citizens of Oshkosh Meet at a 
Barber-Shop and Avenge Insults, 

Osuxosn, Wis., May 2.—[ Special. |—One of 
the. most sensational incident$ that has hap- 
pened in this city in years occurred this eyen- 
ing. Frank J. Victoris, correspondent for a 
Chicago publication, was tarred and feath- 
ered. Several weeks ago this paper first 
made its appearance in this city. Its sev- 
eral editions since then have been filled 
with hints and charges of scandal against 
some of the best known and influential 
residents of the piace, both men and women. 
Every effort was nade to discover the corre- 
spondent. It was finally proved to be Vic- 
toris, a barber aged about 25 years. A num- 
der of aggrieved persons visited his shop this 
evening about 9 o'clock and accused him of 
having written the obnoxious letters. At first 
he denied it, but finally confessed. He was 
„ther stripped und the tar and feathers applied. 
The ringleaders were all busimess and pro- 
fessional men whose character had been at- 
tacked. The crowd numbered several hun- 
dred. The police did not interfere. Victoris 
was ordered to leave town immediately. 


KILLED BY A BOLT OF LIGHTNING, 


Alexander Milton Stricken Down and His 
Wife Paralyzed at their Door, 

LIxcoLx, III., May 2.—[Special.]—A re- 
markable and deadly bolt of lightning struck 
the home of Alexander Meiton today in West 
Lincoln, killing Melton, injuring his wife so 
that she will die, and shocking Mrs. Perkins, 
sister of Mrs. Melton, and her husband. Isaac 
Perkins and Mr. and Mrs Melton were stand- 
ing in an open doorway, Mrs. Melton’s right 
arm resting on her husband’s shoulder, his 
left arm around her waist.

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BULLETS FLEW FAST. 


RECORD OF THESHOOTING SCRAPES 
OF A SINGLE DAY. 


How John R. Obermeyer’s Life Was Saved 
from a Well-Directed Shot by a Roll of 
Bank Bills—Daniel O’Sullivan’s Body, 
Riddle with Lead, Found in the Base- 
ment of a Saloon He Had invaded - 
In Kenisting Eviction Saloonkeeper Fen- 
ton Shoots a Deputy Constable. 

Twice in his experience has John B. Ober- 
meyer owed his life to the practice of carrying 
papers in hiz inside pocket. 

The first time was on a battlefield in the 
War of the Rebellion. Then the muster roll of 
his company of the Eleventh Pennsylvania Vol- 
unteers stopped a musket ball fired at random 
from the enemy’s lines. The second time was 
yesterday, when a bullet from a 38-caliber re- 
volver, fired only six feet distant, and aimed 
deliberately at his breast, failed to penetrate 
an envelope filled with baun bills and a pass- 
book in his inside vest pocket. 

Mr. Obermeyer is President of the National 
Portrait company at No. 118 Ashland boule- 
yard. He has been established there since 
1868 and has made a fortune out of the busi- 
ness. The man who attempted to shoot him 
is J. D. Trafton. J. D. Trafton aud Mark 
Trafton are just establishing themselves at 
le Portrait 
company. It was there that the shooting oc- 
curred. Yesterday forenoon Mr. Obermeyer 
entered Trafton’s office and asked Mr. Traf- 
ton to return some stationery which he 


ciaimed Trafton had taken without permie- | 


sion. He accused Trafton of using the en- 
velopes marked with the name of the National 
Portrait company in his own business, in that 
way bringing discredit on thecompany. Trafton 
replied warmly and seized Obermeyer by the 
arm, but he was shaken off. | Then he went to 
his desk, took out a revolver, and aiming at 
Obermeyer’s breast, pulled the trigger. 

Obermeyer, evidently to Trafton’s surprise, 
did not fall, but stood still and looked him 
straight in the eye. 

Shoot again,” he said, if you are not too 
much of a coward, I think you are too great 
a coward to shoot again. 

Trafton did not shoot. He stood for a mo- 
ment irresolute, and, with his hand trembling, 
laid the revolver on his desk. Obermeyer 
walked across the street to a drug store. Then 
he unbuttoned his coat and vest. The bullet 
was found in an envelope, which contained a 
package of new $2 bills and a small book. 
The bali had cut through the bilis and the 
passbook and then stopped. A policeman 
came up and began an investigation. Ober- 


_meyer recrossed the street and entered the sa- 


loon next to Trafton’s place. At his request 
the officer brought Trafton m. | 

Why did you tell him to shoot again?“ 
asked a man who had heard Obermeyer say 
that to the man with the gun. 

Because I thought if I showed any fear 
and either advanced or retreated he would 
shoot. I called him a coward because I be- 
lieved him to be one. Why did you shoot at 
me?’’ he asked, turning to Trafton. 

I did it in seli-defense,”’ answered Trafton. 

Obermeyer served through the war and was 
mustered out with the brevet rank of Colonel. 


He is a member of George H. Thomas Post, 


G. A. R., and of the Lllinois and La Salle 
clubs. Both he and ‘Trafton belong to the 


| Masonic order. 


Shot a Constable's Deputy. 

William Fenton’s saloon in the Atlantic 
Hotel Building at Van Buren and Sherman 
streets was in a state of siege yesterday 
morning, and one of the béemegers, Deputy 
Constable Alexander J. Haskins of Justice 
Bradwell’s court, received a bullet-wound in 
his left side. Fenton, the besieged, fired the 
shot. The trouble was over Fenton’s refusal 
to vacate the place, which had been leased to 
Thomas Hurley by Cummings Bros., lessees 
of the Atlantic Hotel. Haskins was assisting 
his brother, Constable Haskins, in serving a 
writ. His wound is not serious. 

The door leading from the hotel office to the 
saloon still bears the evidences of the battle. 
The panels are broken and the frame is bat- 
tered to splinters in spots, but the lock still 
stands and Fenton holds the fort. The story 
of the trouble as told by Fenton is as follows: 

„Some time ago Cummings Bros. assured 
me verbally that I could have a continuance 
of my lease after May 1. I. an 
course they meant what ghey said. But a 
week or so ago Frank Cummings came into 
my place with a man whom he introduced as 
Hurley, took some drinks, and incidentally 
remarked that Hurley was to have the saloon 
after May 1. I did not pay much attention to 
the remark, because I supposed the verbal 
contract of Cummings Bros. with me was 
final. I heard rumors to the effect that I 
was to be evicted, and Saturday night 
the Cummings Bros. sent for me and ‘said 
they wanted to arbitrate with me. I went in 
to see them and they assured me that they 
did not intend to force me ou? of my place 
or use any violence. I kept the saloon closed 
Sunday. This morning at 6:30 o’clock I 
heard persons outside of the door leading 
from the hotel to my saloon. It sounded like 
quite a crowd. The door was locked as well 
as the front door because it was not time to 
open. Pretty soon a voice demanded that I 
I made no reply. 
Suddenly. to my surprise, the mob in the 
hotel began to batter at the door with a plank. 
I told them to stop, but they would not. I 
then shot through the door. I found 
later that the constable had a writ 
which he was attempting to serve 
on me. However, I do not think he 
was justified in organizing a mob and bom- 
barding my place. I considered the gang no 
better than burglars. I am determined to 
hold my ground here on the strength of my 
verbal 8 with Cummmgs Bros. 

When Fenton fired his shot through the door 
Haskins fell to the floor and the warlike oper- 
ations The wounded man was taken 
to the County Hospital. After his wound was 
dressed he walked home. Fenton was arrest- 
ed and held in bonds of 51, 000. 

Frank Cummings said there had been no 
verbal agreement and that Fenton would have 
to get out. 

Shot to Death in a Cellar. 

Daniel O’Sullivan, a brother-in-law of Ald. 
Joseph Bid will, was shot and killed early yes- 
terday morning in the basement of his 
mother’s house, No, 298 West Twelfth street, 
the first floor of which is occupied by Phillip 
Wolf and Albert Bernstein, saloonkeepers. 
Five bullets entered his body, four in the left 
leg and one in the groin. No one knows who 
firedethe fatal shot, as the two saloonkeepers 
were shooting at the same time. Night 


4 Watchman William Lumbeck heard voices in 


the salodn, and thinking that burglars were at 
work, notified Wolf, who lives at No. 463 
Union street, and his partner Bernstein, who 
resides at No. 140 Newberry avenue, The 
three men went to the saloon and found 
two partly filled beer glasses on the bar. 
These were not there when the proprietors 
closed up at midnight. Officer Michael Creed 
of the Maxwell Street Station passed by and 
seeing the three men in the dvorway asked 
what was wrong. They made an explanation 
of the case to him and suggested that he aid 
them in the inspection. He thought it would 
be a good idea to examiné the basement. Then 
Bernstein entered through a trap door and was 
foliowed by Wolf. Both had revolvers in their 
hands when they descended. They saw the 
form of a man leaning against the wall. 

Don't shoot,“ the man cried, it's me.“ 
But the words had hardly left his mouth when 
both revolvers were discharged together. Both 
of the saloonkeepers emptied their revolvers 
and when Policeman Creed went down to 
make an examination he found O’Sullivan’s 
body riddled with lead. Beside him was John 
McKean of No. 82 Brown street, who was 
stupidly drunk. Creed placed Wolf, Bern- 
stein, and McKean under arrest, nding an 
investigation by the Coroner. The body of 
O'Sullivan was taken up-stairs to his mother’s 
rooms over the saloon. O'Sullivan was 21 
years old and a carpenter by trade. McKean 
said yesterday in the station:

CONVENTION OF THE MACHINISTS.

Fourth Annual Session of Their Interna- 
tional Association Begun, 

The fourth annual convention of the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists was inau- 
gurated in Bricklayers’ Hall yesterday morn- 
ing by an address of welcome by Chairman 
S. M. Dolan which termmated in the intro- 
duction of Mayor Washburne, After the 
cheers had subsided the Mayor welcomed the 
delegates to Chicago and congratulated them 
on having increased their membership from 
1,000 to 23,000 in the four years of the associa- 
tion’s existence. James J. Creamer, Grand 
Master Mechanic of the association, responded 
by thanking the Mayor and through him the 
City of Chicago for its cordial weleome. Then 
a committee on credentials was ap- 
puinted. The Grand Master announced 
a Press committee” consistmge of 
Messers. Downey, Ferguson, and McdAllister, 
who alone should have the power of talking 
for publication. Members not on this com- 
mittee were cautioned to remain silent on the 
proceedings of the convention, under the pain 
of expulsion. 

The committee on credentials labored all 
afternoon, and about 5 o’clock reported that 
several hours would be required to complete 
its work. On this report the convention ad- 
journed at 6 p. m., to meet again today at 9 
aA. Im. * 1

convention will be in session for the rest of 
the week. Most of the delegates are quartered 
at the Grand Pacific Hotei, which has been 
made the headquarters of the asseciation. 
During the stay of the delegates they will be 
shown the World’s Fair grounds and the 
principal points of interest. At Battery D 
tonight they and their wives will be given a 
reception. ; 


The Crane Company Sustained. 

Judge Blodgett, in a decision rendered yes- 
terday in the United States Circuit Court, sus- 
tained four patents of the five claimed by the 
Crane Elevator company in its suit against 
the Standard Elevator company. These pat- 
ents virtually include all the points of impor- 
tance in hydraulie elevators made by the two 
com ies, and the decision practically gives 
the Crane company a monopoly of the manu- 
facture of elevators of this class. The princi- 
pal point covered by the patents was the lever 
device which has supplanted the now obsolete 
method of operating elevators by pulling a 
cable rope by hand. A representative of the 
Standard compans said last night there were 
five claims involved ir the suit. 
of these the Standard had not used them in 
six months and they were unimportant. On 
the only claim of importance, the stop or 
safety valve, the court, he said, decided in fa- 
vor of the Standard company. 


Was Determined to Die. 

Abe Carleson, a Dane, made a determined 
effort to commit suicide by drowning late last 
night. He jumped into Illinois Central Slip 
C at 11:30 o’clock. Watchman Joseph Smith 
saw him and with a boathook fished 
him out. He was badly strangled with 
water and scarcely able to stand. The 
watchman started for a patrol-box 
to call the police ambulance. He had gone 
but a few rods when Carleson crawled to the 
water’s edge and tumbied himself in again. 
Smith again came to the rescue with the boat- 
hook and soon landed the Dane. The patrol- 
wagon was then called and Carleson was taken 
to the Harrison Street Police Station. 


SERIOUS WRECK ON THE WABASH ROAD. 


Passengers Imprisoned Beneath the Cars 
of the Train, 5 

A serious wreck to a west-bound train on 
the Wabash road occurred at an early hour 
yesterday morning near Crown Point. De- 
tails were brought to Chicago by World’s 
Fair Commissioner George H. Bar- 
bour and his brother Edwin 8. 
Barbour of Detroit, who arrived yesterday 
afternoon at the Auditorium. They escaped 
with their lives seemingly by a miracle, but 
both suffered painful injuries, E. S. Barbour 
being confined to his bed and under the con- 
stant care of Dr. Hamilton. The wreck was 
the result of a washout. The train jumped the 
track. The trucks of the rear sleeper stuck to 
the side of the embankment, but the car itself 
was wrenched from the trucks and rolled down 
for a distance of twenty-five feet. The pas- 
sengers were imprisoned beneath the débris 
for nearly half an hour, but all were rescued 
alive. Had the car landed but a few feet west 
of where it did all would have been drowned.

A man has a right to 
leave a place, but not the right to leave it and 
keep others who want to work out of it till the 
employer has been forced to give the higher 
pay. A man has a right to refuse to buy 
something in a store beeause the price seems 
to him to be too high, but he has no right to 
stand near the door and khock down another 
man who is willing to pay full price for the

men, completely controlled them and induced 
them to listen te his wise and pacific counsels, 
In France, Belgium, Spain, and Italy the An- 
archist element asserted itself more aggres- 
sively, but the complete police and mititary 
preparations to put down any outbreak kept 
it in subjection, In Germany the demonstra- 
tion was socialistie rather than anarchistic 
and took the form of social gatherings, pic- 
nies, singing, beer drinking, and gemüthlich- 
keit. Both in Italy and Germany the sover- 
eigns drove freely through the crowded streets 
and in France the Prince of Wales paid a pub- 
lie visit to President Carnot, driving through 
the boulevards as he might have done on the 
quietest day of the year. All this is gratify- 
ing. It is not to be argued because of this 
quiet and good order, however, that the an- 
archist assassins will cease plying their se- 
cret and murderous avocation, but it shows 
that they are few in number and that the vast 
majority of workingmen have no sympathy 
with them and will seek to secure the reforms 
fur which, they are agitating by pacific and 
moral agencies and by placing their griev- 
ances before the public in such manner as will 
secure the sympathy of society. 

In our own city there was the same feeling 
of good order aria, with some trifling excep- 
tions, a disposition to abide by the iaw and to 
trust to argument and the ballot rather than 
to violence and the bomb for the redress of 
grievances. The procession was not as large 
as was anticipated by ten or twelve thousand. 
This was due in part to the withdrawal from 
the line of some of the unions which were dis- 
gusted with the mottoes and red flags of one 
section composed of alien. sympathizers with 
anarchy. Before the parade was over this 
section was deprived of its red rags by the po- 
lice, as the carrying of them was in deliberate 
violation of the instructions of the civil 
authorities. Except for this incident the 
demonstration was without special interest as 
a pageant. ‘lhe procession marched in silence. 


to small groups at three or four different spots, 


not half of the unions remaining to hear the 


speakers when they had reached the end of the 


eomplete and well carried out. There was no 
disturbance of the peace in any part of the 
city during the day and, as it came to a close 
the deluge of rain put an effegtual quietus 
upon the celebration of Labor day. 

The general significance of the event is that 
the workingmen are beginning to discover 
that agitation and not revolution is the pan- 
acea for their grievances and that the sooner 
they repudiate the murderous wretches who 
have crept into their unions and who are con- 
tinually seeking to incite them to violence, 
the sooner they will be likely to accomplish 
their reforms. In this great peaceful labor 
revolution which is gathering all over the 
world there is no room for assassins. In this 
country there is no place for these alien 
wretches whose only idea of reform is to kill 
and mutilate with bombs, to destroy prop- 
erty, to throttle the law, and to ovefturn 
society, The sooner, therefore, the working: 
men not only condemn the doctrines taught 

by these murderous ruffians of the Most and 
Ravachol sort, but kick them out of their 
| organizations and put them under police sur- 
veillance, the sooner will they command pub. 
lic attention and secure public investigation 
ef their grievances. 


“ THE GLORY OF THE FAIR.” 
Under this caption the New York World of 


: 


last Sunday has. a highly appreciative article 


in regard to the management of the prepa- 
rations for the World’s Fair, and the prospects 
. of success for the great exhibit. “ There may 
have been some faults in the management, 
but errors in such an enterprise are unavoid- 
able is the least commendatory sentence in 
the article, which concedes that. the founda- 
tions have been laid for an exhibition greater 
in every admirable way than any that has ever 
. been held in the world, and that probably few 
Americans dream of the magnitude of the ex- 
hibition to be made, or of its magnificence, 

It was often said a year ago that in the 


hands of Chicago the Exhibition would be 


dominated by the materialistic spirit. The 
result promises precisely the reverse of this. 
In the Art Building there is a mile and a half 
of wall space for pictures, and every inch of it 
will be oecupied. France alone has asked for 
88,000. square feet, and every country which 
has a reputation in art has asked for three or 


-four times more space than even this liberal 


provimon will allow. The World thinks it is 
safe to say that there will be at Chicago next 
year the greatest collection of modern works 


of art ever brougnt together in any place, and 


that the artistic impulse which will go out 
from the display will be the most notable and 
effective influence of its kind that hus yet 
stimulated endeavor in America, In the mat- 
ter of machinery the showing promises to be 


_equally extraordinary. It was thought at the 
‘outset that American exhibiters would require 


about three times as much space as was pro- 
vided at Philadelpma. But they have already 
applied for six times as much, “and the end is 
not yet.” Foreign exmbiters have applied for 
two or three-times the space ovcupied by ma- 
chinery in any former international fair, and 
the promise is for a display which will aston- 
ish even those whose expectations were a few 


months ago regarded as too extravagant for 
ra Se ‘ 


realization. 

The article states that the buildings them- 
selves will constitute a show worth going a 
thousand miles to see. There is one of them 
that measures a mile and a half in circuit, and 
those which do not cover more than an acre 
and a quarter are deemed insignificant, while 
the architectural value of the structures is 
worthy of their size.

They 
may not have acted with commendable pru- 
dence, It is admitted that the cattlemen 
killed four of the rustlers in the last four 
months, without any personal loss to their 
own number. The intimation by the other 
side that the cattlemen “* ought to be satis- 
fled' with this, carrying with it the inference 
‘that those who have sympathized with the 
rustlers will also be satisfied if the quarrel is 
allowed to drop, itself tells a fearful story. It 
indicates that there must have beer a horri- 
ble insecurity for life and property in that 
part of the world, and justifies the suspicion 
that bad men” form an important part of 
the community, 

Yet the existence of a silver lining to this 
dark cloud is shawn by the proposition to 
compromise: the “difficulty.” It is evident 
the people other than the big cattlemen and 
the rustlers do not all sympathize with the 
latter, as has been alleged. Many of them have 
joined in making overtures of peace. These are 
signed officially by the County Commission- 
ers, the County Attorney, and the Sheriff, but 
it is plain there is a powerful popular pressure 
behind them. The people who have thus in- 
cited the authorities are quoted as admitting 
the presence of thieves in great numbers, but 
they say they believe those outlaws will now 
be suppressed. Many of them will leave, 
and those who remain can be handled. The 
official cireulgr invites all owners. of cattle, 
including these who personally or by repre- 
sentatives have participated in the recent up- 
rising, to send suitable persons to their 
ranches to attend to the rounding-up and pres- 
ervation of their property. It pledges to 
them the resources of the county in the pro- 
tection of their interests there, and suggests 


| that good men stand ready to work and help 


round-up the cattle during the coming season. 

It is true some of the cattlemen profess 
to fear these Greeks, though bearing the olive 
branch. One of the number says the Sheriff 
has rarely attempted to secure evidence 


against a thief and has been the firm friend of 
| fustiers, the attorney is the only man to 


whom the thieves will take their business, and 
every member of the board has been openly 
with the thieves for the last four years. But 
this neither proves that the overture will be 
rejected nor that it is not made in good faith. 
Something may be conceded to the violence 
of feeling on the one side, and on the other to 
a conviction that the people want to see catt le- 
stealing on a wholesale scale put a stop to in 
Johnson County as the only way in which they 
can expect to retain the large interest of the 
ranchers among them. The last named ap- 
pears to be the most important spur to the 
proposal for peace, as it was said at the con- 
ference that if there be no reform a large part 
of the taxable wealth of the county in the 
shape of herds will soon be driven off to 
Montana by the owners. There is room to 
hope that the trouble will soon.be ended, and 
deeds. of violence either to person or prop 
erty will be comparatively ‘rare in Johnson 
County in the future.

DEFENSE OF A SALARY-GRABBER. 

C. W. Pavey, the salary-grabbing State 
Auditor, is not wise in permitting his relatives 
and hyphenatea henchmen to rush into print 
for the purpose of setting up a technical but 
untenable defense against one of the minor 
and the least unportant of the charges pre, 
ferred. against him. Such a course directs 
further attention to the graver charge that 
Mr. Pavey has andually grabbed $5,000 of m- 
surance fees in /defiahce of the law and the 
Constitution. also tends to bring into no- 
tice his secondary grab of $325 each year 
from the State Board of Equalization. 

The technical defense set up by Mr. Pavey 
is that he reported the insurance fees collected 
by him and that he turned overacertain sum 
as fees to the State Treasurer. That is ad- 


. mitted, But be did not report the fees as re- 


quired by law, and he held out —grabbed. 
hooked, fobbed, whatever he chooses to call 
it—$5,000 of these fees for his own private 
use. Mere pettifogging by the salary-grab- 
ber’s organ cannot meet the accusation. 

Does Mr. Pavey deny that he hooked the 
$5,000? Does he deny that he collected fees 
as ex-officio member of the State Board of 
Equalization contrary to the law and the 
Constitution? Does he deny that he resorted 
to- lobbying, to wirepulling, and to more 
reprehensible methods to defeat the bill rec- 
ommended to the General Assembly last year 
by Gov. Fifer which was intended to prevent 
the mismanagement of the Auditor’s office by 
Mr. Pavey and the illegal grabbing by him of 
fees and other perquisites? 

These are the questions that Mr. Pavey will 


support of the Republicans of this State for 
reélection. 

It would be criminal folly on the part ot the 
Republican convention which meets this week 
at Springfield to nominate Mr. Pavey until he 
has refuted the grave charges preferred 
against him. The convention cannot afford 
to load down the ticket with the name of a 
law-defying, Constitution- ignoring salary- 
grabber. It cannot afford to nominate a Re- 
publican State officer who sought the aid of a 
Democratic committee Chairman to protect 
him in his misappropriation of the public 
funds and in defeating a necessary legislative 
bill recommended. by the Governor of the 
State. It would be ridiculous to place the 
name of Pavey on the same ticket with that 
of Joseph W. Fifer, for the latter can be 
quoted from every Democratic platform in 
condemnation of the methods of the former. 

The Republican convention is net called to- 
gether to continue salary-grabbers in office, 
bat to nominate honest, capable, law-abiding, 
faithful men for State officers. It is its duty

If a labor leader were to talk prohibition 


of course no one would listen to him, but if 


large stockmen whether to take their cattle ] he were to point out to his people what they 
would gain by substituting moderate for im- 


moderate drinking they might heed him. If 
the Lake-Front speakers had seen fit they 
might have told their audiences that many of 
them had impaired the value of the labor 


commodity they have for sale by too much 
awake at night to indulge his feelin, 


drinking, thus lowering their wages them- 
selves; and that they had suffered more at 
their own hands and those of the saloonkeeper 


than those of the capitalist. If the orators 


had chosen they might have said that the 
working classes had spent a great many mill- 
ions for jirink, while if they had used half 
that amount to buy land instead of liquor it 
would have been much better. No one 
ventured to dwell on this subject from fear 
that it would not be popular. The labor agi- 
tator knows mankind, and is well aware that 
people do not like to have their own fauits 
pointed out and prefer to be regaled with ac- 
counts of the misdeeds of others. Some En- 
glish labor leaders have spoken out boldly; 
those.of this country appear to be afraid to 
do 80. . 

It was stated on the Lake-Front that the 
workingmen want shorter hours and better 
pay. So do all men. No wish can be more 
commendable or natural, but the best way to 
get those things is to make one’s labor more 
efficient. Whoever does that sooner or later 
gets the better pay and the shorter hours. 
Organization often expedites the process, but 
organization could accomplish nothing per- 
manent unless the organized labor were more 
effivient. When one of the speakers said, ad- 
dreasing his foreign-born hearers, that their 
children should learn English, he had in view 
their increased efficienvy if they knew the 
language of the country. It is a pity that he 
did not goa step farther and ask each man- 
present to count up on his fingers the number 
of persons he knew who had made their labor 
inefficient and almost destitute of value 
through excessive drinking. That would be 
practical talk, much superior to these hack- 
neyed harangues about the “ capitalistic 
press, the “‘capitalistic police,“ and the ap- 
proaching day when the world will ba turned 
upside down. 18 

If the workingmen had advisers who dealt 
more in truth and legs in flattery they might 
be much better off. But perhaps they prefer 
to be humbugged and to be told that they are 
the victims of intolerable oppression.

He related 
Deeming’s explanation of how his wives had 
disappeared, Deeming said that while he and 
his first wife were living at Rainhiil, near 
Liverpool, a man named Ben Young 
had told him that his (Deeming’s) 
wife would leave him for $250. He paid the 
money and his wife left him. He supposed 
that Young had killed her while he (Deeming) 
was Coming to Melbourne with his second 
wife (Miss Mather), for whose murder he is 
now on trial. His second wife, Deeming said, 
confessed that she was already married, and 
she left him in Melbourne because she was 
afraid of being implicated in the murder of 
his first wife. 

Deeming is noted for being a notorious liar, 
and the above is a specimen of his ability in 
that line. 

The fact is that the Rainhill murder was 
known to no one save Deeming untii after it 
was known that he had killed hi» wife. It was 
the discovery of the latter crime that led the 
police here to notify the Liverpool police of

FREIGHT-TRAIN BURIED IN THE MUD. 


Goes Through a Broken Bridge Near Mich- 
igan City, Ind, 

Micutean Crrr, Ind., May 2.— [Special. — 
A disastrous freight wreck in which three men 
lost their lives occurred this morning at 12:30 
on the Louisville, New Albany and Chicago 
railway, six miles south of here, at a point 
near Otis. The dead are: 

BOWEN, JAMES, fireman, a young unmarried 


man of Lafayette, Ind. d 
WN. ELMER, brakeman, 21 years old, 


Michigan City. 

MURRAY, JOHN C., engineer, 3 years old, 
Michigan City. 

The train on which they were killed was an 
extra, north- bound, in charge of Conductor J. 
B. Litky of this city. The accident was caused 
by a washout. Near the track was a milldam 
which fed asmall stream + — by a high 
bridge supported by piling. During the heavy 
rain of last night the dam gave way, carrying 
with it the sawmill and many heavy pieces of 
timber, which struck the piling and left the 
rails and upper woodwork without support. 

About midnight the freight-train struck the 
bridge, when the structure fell, carrying down 
the locomotive. The terrible force of the 
rushing train soon buried the engine out of 
sight in the mud to the depth of eight feet, 
while across the engine a car loaded with pig- 
iron fell. As the remaining cars came to the 
bridge they toppled over onthe wreck be- 
low until nine cars were piled on top of one 
another. . 

The bodies of the men have not yet been 
found. Mr. Murray leaves a wife and two 
children, Brown was a new man on the road, 
having taken the place temporarily of one of 
the trainmen who is takinga vacation.

WON’T BUY SAFETY APPLIANCES, 


Jay Gould More Anxious for the Repe:l of 

Western laws than His Men's Safety.

BLOWING UP HOUSES IN LIEGE,

A servant in the next house was thrown 
down by the shock. Ail the windows within a 
radius of two hundred yards were damaged.

DECISION IN THE SALT CASES, 


An Opinion by Inter-State Commerce Com- 
missioner McDiil. 

Wasnuineron, D. C., May 2.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission today in an 
opinion by Commissioner McDill announced 
its decision in the cases brought by the An- 
thony Salt company and other Kansas salt 
manufacturers against the Missouri Pacific, 
Umon Pacific, Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific, Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, St. 
Louis and San Francisco, Chicago, Santa Fé 
and California, and Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
¥F6 railway companies, on complaints of rela- 
tively unreasonable and discriminating rates 
on sult from Kansas fields to various points 
as compared with rates to the same points 
from the salt fields of Michigan. It is 
held that any advantages which in- 
ures to Michigan salt manufact- 
urers from rates to points in lowa, 
Illinois, Missouri, and Nebraska are advan- 
tages arising from natural situation, and 
that the low rate to Missouri River points is 
influenced by conditions which are beyond the 
dofeudants’ control and existed before Kansas 
salt was discovered.

The first day of the month developed a rather 
better demand for money at some of the banks 
than was anticipated.
